We all Know that the of a Prace, 
which we hope is neat at Hand, is the 
Cauſe of the Rife of the- publick Stocks; 
but unleſs you could condefcend:wpop the 
very Conditions, and fee the actual Provi- 
ſion made there, for the carrying on a 
Trade to he Pourb-Sean this can be no 
Reafon u hci Stock of the Sjuth-Sea Com- 
pany fhould ww Rife; for gga Peace may 
be made, that-Affeir may*Be in a better 
Condition for a little longer continuance of 
the War, than a ſpeedy Peace The 
Stock therefore cannot Rife purely on a 
Peace, but the Cafe is here, the Hopes of 
Peace revives Credit And the Riſing 
and Reviving the publick Credit, raifes 
your Opinions of the South-Sea Stock. 
What is this but to fay that the South - Jea 
Trade before, funk under the general De- 
clenfion of our Credit, and no otherwiſe; 
for the Stock is no better now than it was 
then, the View of Sugcefs no nearer, the 
Undertaking not at all more favour'd, or 
better underftood, Why then do ye reite it? 
te Anſwer is brief, by the fame Rule 
that we funk it before: It funk not by its 
ow deficleney, but in common with the 
publick; Credit Hand in Hand, with the 
other: publick Things, aud equally unaccount- 
able in its Advance, it Riies, the Gentle- 
men Coscern'd giving na Reaſon, on one 
fide or other q even thofe who did not know 
why they d.ſlik' dit, would give nothiag for 
it before ; and thofe. that like it not now 
one jot bettet than they did before, will now 
buy it at near 20 per Cent.

Stock is the way to have it all come in; 
and he that wilt not fobfcribe it, will (eH 
it to him that vil; and the Rife of Credit 
will wafh this Blackmore white, 

This brings me to the Cafe of the Peace, 
which now fo much takes up the Diſcourſe 
of the Ton I have not yet faid one 
way os atber, what my Thoughts of a 
Peace are, or what Opivion I have of the 
Tranfa@ion ———I.meet. with Pamphlets 
and Prints telliag “us, with more Pafhoa 
than Prudence , that a Clandefline Treaty 
is carrying on ig Exgland in order ta, 
Peace, and I hear the Authors are taken 
up, as 1 ſuppole they reſolv'd to be when 
they vr ote ii — No eicher they ke w 
it, or they did uot łuon it: If they did 
not know it, they had more Paſſon for a 
State-Martyrdom than Men in their Senfes 
uſed to have; that they fhould tell an offi- 
cious Lye on purpofe to be puniſh'd for i-. 
—— If they did Inos it, they muft be Men 
of Great Intelligence, that they ſhould pe- 
netrate farther into, theſe Things than the 
Allies ——. For my part, I cannot but think 
if ag unfair Step is taken, the Dutch, whole 
Vigilance to their own Safety and Intereft, 
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that it Mould be e of our 


For my part, it is none of my Cuſtom 
to flatter Great Mgn, but I cannet give f 


lte Refpe& to the common Prudence, of 


not the prefent epee only, but any Mi- 
niftry, to think, as Thiegs Rand, that an 
Treaty is enter d upon, of what kind ſo- 
ever, without all the neceſſary Agreement, 
Knowledge, Concert and Confent of our 
Allies, or at leaft, the States of Holland 
and of this Opinion, I ſhall give my Rea- 
ſons in their courſe.

People that rail moſt, and fem moft unea- 
fie at a Peace, are yet of Opinion, that the 
Peace which is now in Tranſadtion, is Safe, 
Honourable, end on a Right Foundations 
Way elfe ſhouid they be fo Mad to run 
their Eftates in to the publick Funds, which 
if an unfafe, precarious, clandeftine Peace
